Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While prior 
art, such as Imajo et al (U.S. Patent Application Publication NO. 2004/0169404 A1) 
which has an insufficient date, Macey (U.S. Patent No. 6,629,721, and Reichel (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,106,046) all teach motorized foldable seats, they do not teach the structure 
of the wire harness. UK Patent Application No. GB 2 367 746 A teaches a wire 
harness but does not teach it as it would apply to a foldable seat and that arrangement 
needed as required and specified in the present invention, specifically claims 1 and 2.
